Table d ecorations of ribbon 
flowers are exquisite, not as su b sti­ 
tu tes for natural flowers, but used in 
novel ways and exaggerated sizes. 
A 
c e n te r p iece of roses, or one im m e n se 
rose m ak es a fascinating base for the 
light, and roses from which cand les 
sp ring are little bits 
of 
p erfection. 
Som e of the new est ones are m a d e of 
ribbon which is tra n slu c e nt and the 
he a rt of the rose (and this is a touch 
of real genius) is a tiny bulb glowing 
with light.
